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^ (57) Abstract: A composition and method of controlling oral and other human pathogens is disclosed. The composition and method 
utilize an antimicrobial or antibiotic and a berberine as active agents to treat mammals, including humans. 
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Method for controlling oral pathogen (in oral hygiene, such 
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gingivitis, periontitis, candidial infections, infection of 
the oral hard and soft tissue or plaques formation) 
comprising administering to a mamnal in need thereof an 
effective amount of an antimicrobial agent (excluding 
antibiotic agent) and berberine, compositions or kits 
containing said two active ingredients. 
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Method for controlling oral pathogen (in oral hygiene, such 
as for treating dental caries, periondontal disease, 
gingivitis, periontitis, candidial infections, infection of 
the oral hard and soft tissue or plaques formation) 
comprising administering to a mamnal in need thereof an 
effective amount of an antibiotic and berberine, 
compositions or kits containing said two active ingredients. 
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Method for treating endocarditis or non-oral infections 
comprising administering to a mammal in need thereof an 
effective amount of an antimicrobial agent (excluding 
antibiotic agent) and berberine, compositions or kits 
containing said two active ingredients.
